Sal Santoro, 
Diane St. Onge, Thomas Kerr, 
Addia Wuchner, Joseph Fischer 
and Thomas McKee. 

Nearly 20 people spoke on var¬ 
ied issues they hope the General 
Assembly will support during its 
current budget-year session. 

The most discussed topic was 
education funding as Northern 
Kentucky University President 
Geoffrey Meams and Gateway 
and Community Technical College 
President G. Edward Hughes 
spoke on behalf of postsecondary 
education.

Tax reform overdue in Kentucky 


W e passed the one-third 
mark of the 2014 Regu¬ 
lar Session this past week, 
and one of the highlights was the 
unveiling of the Governor’s pro¬ 
posal for comprehensive tax reform 
in Kentucky. 

The Commonwealth has not 
tackled tax reform since 2005, 
when Governor Ernie Fletcher pro¬ 
posed updating some of Kentucky’s 
tax code, which was referred to as 
tax modernization. While that leg¬ 
islation had some impact, full tax 
modernization has not been passed 
by the General Assembly for de¬ 
cades. 

The wheels of progress on bring¬ 
ing Kentucky’s tax code into our 
21st Century economy have been 
at two speeds: slow and stop. Nu¬ 
merous administrations have put to¬ 
gether studies on revamping our tax 
system, and the only attention they 
mustered was to gather dust on a 
shelf somewhere in the Capitol. 

It has taken two years for the 
current administration to propose 
a tax system overhaul plan from 
the first meeting of its blue ribbon 
panel to study our tax code and 
make recommendations. Among 
the ideas put forth by the Governor 
include: 
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• Lowering Kentucky’s corpo¬ 
rate tax rate by one-tenth of a per¬ 
cent, 6.0 to 5.9. 

• Raising sales tax on a pack of 
cigarettes to $1. 

• Establishing an angel investor 
tax credit for those who invest in 
startup companies. 

• Providing a tax credit for Ken¬ 
tucky’s bourbon industry. 

• Expands sales tax on services 
to include commercial and residen¬ 
tial services. 

On first blush it appears the 
Governor’s tax proposal does noth¬ 
ing more than expand the Common¬ 
wealth’s revenue base with few tax 
reductions. While there are parts 
of the plan I cannot endorse, I do 
agree with the call by House Re¬ 
publican Floor Leader Jeff Hoover 
for the House and Senate to put to¬ 
gether a small group of legislators 
with the goal of reaching a compro¬ 


mise on tax reform to, in his words, 
“.. .not delay it another year or allow 
it to be the subject of petty political 
games...” 

While we have sat on tax reform 
for the last 30 or so years, sur¬ 
rounding states like Indiana and 
Tennessee have passed us by, due 
in large part to making their states 
more business friendly by updating 
their respective tax codes. In 1970, 
Kentucky and Tennessee were mir¬ 
ror images of population and busi¬ 
ness climate. Now the Volunteer 
state has dramatically grown their 
population, and their economy has 
prospered thanks in part to tax re¬ 
form. 

We simply cannot wait any 
longer to tackle this important is¬ 
sue. Instead of passing bills that 
serve only to hurt small business 
and the people they employ, gov¬ 
ernment’s role should be to help 
them grow and provide more 
jobs. Passing a comprehensive tax 
reform bill is simply good govern¬ 
ment in action.

Addressing government efficiency 


s the Majority Caucus of the 
Senate, we are able to focus 
.the legislation this session, 
along with bipartisan collaboration 
with our Democrat colleagues. 

Per our agenda, we were able to 
move on a Senate Bill that proposed 
a constitutional amendment empha¬ 
sizing legislative independence to 
ensure proper execution of the law. 
Senate Bill 1, which I co-sponsored, 
allows the General Assembly to 
have oversight regarding govern¬ 
ment regulations enacted when not 
in session. 

With this change, we can set 
up a committee to make deficient 
regulations void and unenforceable. 
Currently, the executive branch can 
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implement regulations despite defi¬ 
ciency, and this is not in accordance 
with a representative government. 
The bill passed the Senate and now 
moves to the House. 

One bill that addresses making 
better use of government funds is a 
bill I co-sponsored, Senate Bill 58. 
SB 58 won passage this week by 


a party line vote. It creates a consti¬ 
tutional amendment that, if passed, 
would abolish the office of the state 
treasurer. With this measure, Ken¬ 
tucky would save at least $2 million 
in the first year, and $750,000 in 
subsequent years. 

The duties of the office would 
be absorbed by the Finance Cabinet. 
The current treasurer would not be 
affected, as his term will end prior to 
the implementation of this measure, 
should it pass. The merit employees 
in this office will be absorbed in oth¬ 
er departments of State Government. 

Making a more efficient govern¬ 
ment, respecting the powers of all 
branches and creating jobs should 
be the focus of our time here.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Ice-laden branches 

T he 2009 January ice storm knocked down 
limbs, electricity and phone service across 
Kentucky. The damage to trees was 
astounding, to say the least. Last week’s icy 
“situation” brought back the memory of those 
dread-filled days as we slowly tackled the clean-up 
effort at the farm. This year’s ice is not nearly as 
bad as 2009 but it sure left a mess in its wake. If you 
are among those with heavy damage assess the 
situation with an eye towards safety, first, and 
foremost. 

There is no need to rush arborists, let them take 
care of the emergency jobs first. A tree with a 
couple of broken branches can wait as can one that 
needs to be taken down. The dangerous stuff should 
be priority. And, as sad as I am about the apparent 
loses I do realize that there is opportunity here: we 
can avoid repeating sitting and selection mistakes 
and replace trees with improved varieties (but no 
tree is perfect every season of the year, under any 
circumstance). 

The majority of the trees here at the farm that 
suffered damage either had some preexisting 
conditions or a certain profile that made them more 
vulnerable to a heavy ice load. The eastern white 
pine with its soft wood, long needles and shallow 
roots made it susceptible to breakage, and in one 
case, uprooted. There is so much surface area for 
ice to accumulate on white pines that the volume of 
ice weight is a heavy burden. Other evergreens 
around town and at the farm seem to be managing 
just fine: species of spruce (Oriental, Serbian and 
Norway), fir (Nordmann and white), and the Bosnian 
pine have shorter needles so less surface for ice 
accumulation.

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Safety first 

Of course it is not surprising that trees that are 
multi-branched are more susceptible to damage but 
the lacebark elm takes the 
cake. We lost a big one in 
2009; and the remaining of 
the pair got hit pretty hard 
this time around. I love 
these trees but their open, 
multi-branched canopy 
makes them susceptible to 
failure under a heavy ice¬ 
load. Other trees that need 
work include old “farm” 
trees. These old hackberries 
have forked trunks with 
included bark that results in 
a weak point; they also have 
old wounds that housed 
some decay...these trees 
failed at these exact points 

under the ice load. 

As usual the black gum, sweet gum, bald cypress, 
gingko and most oak species held up well to the ice. 
Basically species that have strong main leaders 
manage to hold up to the ice; it is not necessarily 
hardwood verses softwood, it is multi-branched 
verses single main leader. Some trees are bent to the 
ground but have no signs of breakage: the river 
birch is extraordinary at this. Do not try to “help” by 
propping it up while it is still covered in ice. We 
would be the ones doing the damage in this case. Let 
everything thaw out naturally and proceed 
accordingly. 

Back to the issue of safety: certified arborists can 
help determine if your trees are safe to begin with. 
Properly pruned trees can help to offset some 
problems and clean up others. Be mindful of any 
damage that could continue to be a hazard to a 
pedestrian, farm animal our structure and make 
these clean up chores priority. You are responsible 
for what is on your property, from the trunk to the 
parts that may have fallen on your side of the fence 
(even if its origins are from another) In the case of 
tree damage during storms where it lands is where 
the responsibility lies.

Braves topple

Grant County remained one of the hot¬ 
test teams in the 8th Region with a 69-59 
win over Carroll County this week, giv¬ 
ing the Braves three wins in their last four 
games and five victories in their last eight. 

Grant County, which stood at a dis¬ 
appointing 4-9 overall on Jan. 9, have 
steadily climbed in the standings since 
and now own an overall record of 9-11 
with six games remaining in the regular 
season. 

Jordan Saylor led the Braves in the 
win over Carroll County with a game- 
high 17 points to go with six rebounds. 
Senior Aaron Hicks was next with 15 
points, nine rebounds and two blocked 
shots. 

Austin Johnson had a nice all-around 
game for the Braves with 11 points, sev¬ 
en rebounds, three steals and two assists, 
while teammate Seth Adkins gave the 
Braves four players in double digits with 
10 points to go with three assists. 

Logan Cummins barely missed dou¬ 
ble digit scoring for the Braves with 


eight points. Jordan Rose was next with 
four points to go with six rebounds and 
a game-high five assists and three steals. 

Austin Schneider and Cody Kellam 
rounded out the scoring for the vic¬ 
tors with two points each. Kellam also 
had two rebounds for the Braves, while 
Schneider added one blocked shot. 

Grant County was strong out of the 
gates and led 16-13 after one quarter and 
38-28 at the intermission. Carroll County 
cut the deficit to only five points heading 
into the final quarter, but the Braves put 
the game away by outscoring the Pan¬ 
thers 20-15 over the final eight minutes 
of play. 

Grant County is scheduled to take the 
court again on Feb. 12 at home against 
Campbell County before hitting the 
road on Feb. 13 at Conner and Feb. 14 
at George Rogers Clark. The Braves will 
then return home for a pair of games on 
Feb. 17 against Gallatin County and Feb. 
19 versus Owen County

WHS archery 
qualifies for state

In only its second year, the Wil- 
liamstown High School Archeiy 
team has quickly seen success and 
growth. 

Following last year’s journey 
from state to nationals and finally to 
the world archeiy competition in St. 
Louis, the number of archers nearly 
doubled to 45 this year. 

The success continued this past 
weekend as the school placed third 
out of 32 teams as host of the 8th re¬ 
gion archeiy tournament. 

Ryle High School took first 
place, followed by Harrison County 
in second place. 

Eight hundred and sixty-eight 
archers participated in the two-day 
event. 

“It was a big plus for us,” Coach 
Mike Walters said about hosting the 
regional tournament. 

Last year, the WHS team com¬ 
peted in its first year in the seventh 
region tournament against bigger 
schools in Lexington. 

“Last year, we didn’t medal at 
all,” Walters said. “We were just hap¬ 
py to score our minimum number so 
we could keep moving up the ladder. 
The minimum last year was 3,000 to 
make it to state and we made 3,001. 
So, we were pretty excited about go¬ 
ing and we kept moving up the more 
practice we got. Once we qualified 
for state, that put a fire under us to 
want to improve and they focused a 
bit more.” 

WHS had two teams competing 
this year because of the number of 
participating archers. 

Only one of the teams reached 


the 3,000 score threshold needed to 
qualify to continue on for the state 
tournament in Louisville March 17- 
18. 

Scores are calculated using 12 
individual scores on a team, includ¬ 
ing the top four male archers, the top 
four female archers and the remain¬ 
ing top four highest scores. 

For WHS, the state-qualifying 
team finished with a score of 3,212 
with the top 12 archers including Ra¬ 
chel Jones (279), Tyler Nickell (274), 
Brennon Osborne (274), McKenna 
Brewer (272), Clint Moore (271), 
Chase Alsip (268), Brooklyn Wain- 
scott (266), Anthoney Boinko (265), 
Jimmy Fryman (264), Jacob Flyman 
(259) and Eden Jackson (254). 

The other members of the state- 
qualifying team include Kyler Har¬ 
vey, Wyatt Oliver, Jeffrey Schraer, 
Caity Fugazzi, Courtney Alexander, 
Clayton Tucker, Dylan Evans, Chas¬ 
tity Evans, Jordan Jump and Sarah 
Edmondson. 

Rachel Jones and Brennan Os¬ 
borne also finished fourth in their 
age group. 

The second WHS team that 
competed fell just short of the 3,000 
score needed to qualify for state after 
receiving a 2,844 score from its top 
12 archers. 

Selections for qualifying spots at 
the National Archeiy In Schools Pro¬ 
gram state tournament in Louisville 
will be on Feb. 24. 

If the team competes at state and 
qualifies for nationals again, the tour¬ 
nament will again be held in Louis¬ 
ville, followed by the world compe¬ 
tition in Wisconsin.

Despite already tripling 
last season’s win total, the 
Williamstown Demons are 
not satisfied and continue to 
work hard in their quest for 
the program’s first double¬ 
digit winning season in five 
years.

Several community mem¬ 
bers also highlighted the bene¬ 
fits and necessity of the NKU- 
Grant County Center. 

“I just want to say how 
instrumental Northern Ken¬ 
tucky University has been in 
my life,” said Dawn Clayton. 
“I was very ecstatic when the 
center came to Grant County.” 

With the heroin epidemic 
continuing to grow in north¬ 
ern Kentucky, several speak¬ 
ers focused on the need for a 
way to curb the addiction. 

Eric Specht, whose 
30-year-old son, Nicholas, 
died from a heroin overdose 
in Ft. Thomas in August, 
wore a “NKY Hates Heroin” 
sweatshirt alongside his wife, 
Holly, as he spoke in support 
of a bill that would help get 
more long-term treatment fa¬ 
cilities for dmg addicts. 

“It’s my understanding 
that (northern Kentucky) gets 
one-fifth of the number of 
residential treatment beds that 
are available to Lexington and 
Louisville,” he said. “Camp¬ 
bell County, Boone County 
and Kenton County account¬ 
ed for 60 percent of the heroin 
overdoses in the state of Ken¬ 
tucky in 2012. There’s a real 
need for treatment. When 
your son comes to you and 
says, “Dad, I need help,’ and 
there’s nowhere to go.” 

Jim Parsons, vice chair 
of government affairs for the 
Northern Kentucky Cham¬ 


ber of Commerce board, 
expressed the chamber’s sup¬ 
port for a funding solution for 
the Brent Spence Bridge proj¬ 
ect, as well as letting voters 
decide on expanded gaming. 

“You’re going to get a lot 
of requests for revenue and 
we know the budget is tight,” 
Parsons said. “We have at 
least a partial solution for that 
and that’s casino gambling. 
We think it’s time to move 
that forward in Kentucky. The 
polls all support that across 
the state. It’s not a tax. It’s a 
volunteer revenue producer 
for the state.” 

Dr. Lynne Saddler, direc¬ 
tor of the Northern Kentucky 
Independent District Health 
Department, said seven out 
of 10 Kentuckians support a 
statewide smoke-free law that 
would prohibit smoking in all 
work sites, including bars and 
restaurants. 

“It’s higher among those 
who’ve never smoked and 
who don’t smoke, but even 
amongst smokers, four out of 
10 support a statewide smoke- 
free law,” she said. “Our 
board hopes that a smoke-free 
law in Kentucky will not only 
protect residents from expo¬ 
sure from secondhand smoke, 
but also encourage smokers to 
quit.” 

Mike Hammons, director 
of advocacy for Children Inc., 
said he hopes legislators keep 
the restoration of children as¬ 
sistance funding Gov. Steve 
Beshear has proposed in his 


budget. 

“As part of a budget cut¬ 
back announced last January, 
the state slashed funding for 
childcare assistance for low 
income parents from 150-per¬ 
cent of poverty to qualify to 
100-percent, which made us 
the lowest qualifying standard 
in the nation,” Hammons said. 
“That means a person work¬ 
ing minimum wage, full-time 
no longer qualifies for a penny 
of childcare assistance.” 

More than 1,400 children 
in northern Kentucky have 
already have lost childcare as¬ 
sistance due to the cuts, said 
Hammons. 

While the format of the 
meeting was set up as a fomm 
for legislators to listen to is¬ 
sues constituents have instead 
of respond to each plea, each 
lawmaker did take the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak at the end. 

After jokingly reminding 
people to spend money in 
Grant County while in town, 
Linder said he appreciated 
hearing about the causes peo¬ 
ple were fighting for funding 
for. 

“When people come to 
visit me, I tell them that I am 
not an expert in everything,” 
he said. “There are a lot of is¬ 
sues that I do not understand. 
I think a public servant should 
admit that to people.” 

Thayer, who spoke more 
than any other legislator, said 
it is important for people to 
understand the reality of the 
budget situation the state is

Her biggest challenge 
is to try and keep everyone 
else from figuring out who 
she is. 

Plunkett describes her¬ 
self as a thinker. She has 
studied religion and par¬ 
ticipated in international 
debate forums on various 
religions. 

She grew up reading 
romance novels, but was 
more interested in writing 
them. 

“For me, it’s not just 
about getting to the heart, 
but getting into a person’s 
head and to make the read¬ 
er think,” she said. “It is 
exciting to create people 
and their lives. You can 
step into the stories right 
along with your characters 
as you do with reading, but 
in this way you get to de¬ 
cide how they will interact 
and respond in any situa¬ 
tion that you can imagine.” 

Hollywood Lies is the 
second book of a series 
entitled Secrets. In both 
books, the main charac¬ 


ter is seeking truth from 
which to build a purpose¬ 
ful life, but at the same 
time struggling with being 
able to tell the truth. 

“Most often I find that 
people stumble over figur¬ 
ing things out because they 
haven’t figured themselves 
out yet. So often we tend 
to look around at others in¬ 
stead of looking inward,” 
she said. 

As a Christian, Plunkett 
believes that self-examina¬ 
tion is a lifelong pursuit. 

She is originally from 
West Virginia, but settled 
in Corinth about 16 years 
ago when her husband’s 
job brought her here. 

She lives on a farm with 
her husband, Darryl, and 
young daughter. She also 
has four older children and 
seven grandchildren. 

When she’s not writing, 
she spends time working 
with chickens and Nige¬ 
rian Dwarf dairy goats. 

“I wasn’t raised on a 
farm and my parents think 
I’m a little crazy for want¬ 
ing to be a farmer, but I 


have a great respect for 
those who work with their 
hands and the land,” she 
said. 

Being on the farm and 
enjoying the quiet bring 
inspiration to her writing, 
Plunkett said. 

“I just look around and 
get ideas,” she said. “I like 
to watch people and how 
they interact. I try and go 
deeper than what everyone 
else sees.” 

She is working on the 
third book of the Secrets 
series and often gets up at 
4 a.m. when the house is 
quiet. 

She is currently self- 
publishing her books.

“We are in an economic 
recovery that is anemic at 
best,” he said. “It’s not get¬ 
ting any better and it prob¬ 
ably won’t get any better in 
the next couple years. That 
means that the revenues com¬ 
ing into the state are difficult 
to predict. The bottom line is 
that the revenues coming into 
the state are not supportive of 
the level of requests that the 
General Assembly has.” 

Thayer said the General 
Assembly has received $3.5 
billion in requests above the

While he admits revenue
